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NEEDED WATER LE6ISLATION. 


T 


HERE is a wide spread agitation in the arid 
we$t regarding governmental aid in irrigation. 


Nevada of all states in the Union has most to«xpect 
from an irrigation development and yet Nevada is 
the least prepared of all states to take advantage of 
any work inaugurated by the Government. The 
Government will never undertake to aid a state 
whose laws do not guarantee stability of water 
rights. In tlm respect Nevada is badly crippled 
The laws of might and greed is the only right. The 
farmers complain and say there is no law and they 
are practical]) correct in the statement. 


. Before Nevada can take advantage uf an irriga- 


tion system of storage reservoirs, water rights must 
become a-* stable as land laws. Every man's right 
must be adjudicated and the law must guarantee a 
protection of that right. This can only become pos- 
sible under wise and intelligent legislation. 
The 


legislation in Nevada regarding water and irrigation 
has been wholh inadequate to the nveds of the 
state. 


Wyoming today affords the most perfect system 


of irrigation laws in America 
Colorado and Mon- 


tana both follow Wyoming. In Wyoming the found- 
ation was based upon state control uf water and a 
Board of Control and Water Commissioner have 
regulated fie jur.t a id economical u->e of water, so 
that the lar^cit uu>nber o! acres possible can be ir- 
rigated with the least possible number of inches.

This amendment served as the basis of a wise and 
intelligent system ot laws similar to those in Wyom- 
ing- The practical operation of which have given 
complete satisfaction to the farmers, and contributed 
materially to the substantial development ot the 
state.
